POST Middle Bast Affairs Correspondent 
THE SOVIET UNION and Syria 
last night called for the resump- 
tion of the Geneva conference not 
later than the beginning of next 
month, in an obvious bid to torpedo 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer's step-by-step approach to 
the Middle East conflict. 
In a joint communique during 
visit to Syria by 
Forelgn Minister Andrei 
Gromyko, Damascus and Moscow 
said “both sides expressed their 
conerete belief in the necessity of 
resuming the Geneva peace confer- 
ence soon, in ΔᾺΝ case not later 
than the end of February or the 


the presence of all parties con- 
cerned, including representatives of 
the Palestine. Liberation Organiza- 
tlon (PLO) to discuss all matters 
related to establishing a just and 
durable peace in the area.” 

The communique added that “the 
Syrian slide affirmed its call for 
Soviet participation in all matters 
relating to efforts for a just solu- 
tion to the Middle East conflict.” 
It pledged continued Soviet aid to 
Syria, including the military sphere. 

The tough communique indicated 
that the Soviet Union and Syria 
are determined to blunt Kissinger’s 
gradual approach which Washing- 
ton views as a vital prelude to the 
Geneva conference. 

The Soviet and Syrian call for 
immediate resumption of the Gen- 
eva talks is believed to have come 
as a shock to Cairo, where Gro- 
myko arrived yesterday on the 
coneluston of hig Syrlan talks. The 
Soviet Foreign Minister last night 
conferred with his Egyptian coun- 
terpart Ismail Fahmy and is due 
to meet today with President 
Anwar Sadat.

Crops endangered in dry south

TEL AVIV. — While the north- 
ern and . central ere of the 
country came in more than 
their fair share of rainfall during 
the has days, the continu- 

of rain in the south 
constitutes @ very serious threat 
to the wheat crop there. 

The drought in the southern 
sector during most of the winter 
has already dessicated about half 
of all the wheat planted. If the 
southern area does not immediately 
Teceive another solid downpour 
similar to last week's, more of the 
plants will’ die, Ministry of Agri- 
culture spokesman Yigeel Drucker 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

Mr. Drucker said that because 
of the dry weather in the south, 
40,000 tons less wheat would be 
produced this year (last year’s to- 
tal wheat crop was about 250,000 
tons, which is about 60 per cent 
of our need). 

Mr. Drucker also confirmed re- 
ports that Agricultire Minister 
Aharon Uzan had sent the Prime 


Minister a hitherto secret memo- 

randum, giving a very pessimistic 

picture on food suppiles in Israel 
in the future. 


The memorandum was prepared 
for a discussion by the government 
on this subject in the near future. 
Mr. Uzan warns in the memoran- 
dum that .the global food crisis is 
growing constantly, pushing the 
prices of certain basic foods up all 
the time. For this reason Israel 
must increase ‘its -production of 
wheat, other cereals and sugar. 
Large sums of money will have to 
be invested in irrigation and other 
mechanical equipment, larger stor- 
age buildings and silos must. be 
constructed and the growing of 
certain crops will have to be cur- 
tailed. 

Mr. Uzan also warned that the 
country must find new water 
sources for agriculture, since it is 
at present using the maximum 
amount of water availeble, and the 
increase in population and industry 
will be at the expense of water 
for agriculture. ἡ 


Another problem facing agricul- 


ture, is the “drop-out” ratio of farm- 
ers. More and more farmérs, are 
quitting agriculture because; of the 
low profit, According to estimates 
at least 100,000 farmers will be 
needed in the country during the 
coming years, but the number avail- 
able will probably be much lower. 

In stark contrast to the arid south, 
most parts of Israel were inundated 
by rain over the weekend. Although 
the rains tapered off considerably 
Sunday and yesterday, they conti- 
nued to provide work for firemen 
and police throughout the country. 
In Haifa the fire brigade pumped 
flood water out of low cellars 
and dealt with TV antennae that had 
been knocker over by high’ winds.

US. setting up umbrella 
agency on energy crisis 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — President 
Ford, ing the search for fo 
reign ofl substitutes under a single 
tent — the new Energy Research 
and Development Administration — 
yesterday proposed a record $4,300m. 
three-agency budget to fight energy 
shortages. 

The need to find new sources of 
energy is so critical, Ford said, that 
such efforts have been made the 
sole exception to his pledge for a 
one-year moratorium on new federal 


agency programmes. Ford sent his « 


budget to Congress yesterday, ask- 
ing ‘it to spend $3,890m. for ERDA, 
created in October and actually func- 
tioning only 15° days. It pulls to- 
gether emergy programmes once 
managed by the Interior Depart-. 
ment, the National Science Founds- 
tion, the Pentagon and the now- 
defunct Atomic Energy Commission. 


Ford requested $207.6m. for the 
Federal Energy Administration, the 
energy regulating agency. He asked 


for $197.9. for the Nuclear Regu-- 


latory Commission, the new agency 
that took over the AEC’s power- 
reactor reguistory chores. 

The total $4,200m. request repre- 
sents a $945.5m. increase over com- 
parable spending this year and a 
$1,800m. — or 78 per cent — jump 
over the fiscal 1974 level. * :

“The four-fold increase in oil 
prices dictated by oll-exporting 
countries has been a major factor 
in the sharp inflationary surge of 
the past year and a half.

TEL AVIV. — An operation on a 
haemophilia patient, the first in this 
country, took place recently at the 
Haim Sheba Medical Centre at Tel 
Hashomer. 

Dr, Uri Seligsohn, the haemato- 
logist' who participated in the ope- 
ration,-noted that such patients suf- 
fer severe bleeding, due to a genetic 
failure of their blood to clot. The 
number of operations on haemophi- 
lia patients throughout the world 
has been very small. 

In Israel there are about 170 suf- 
ferera who have so far been treated, 
during acute bleeding episodes, with 
plasma components containing the 
elot promoting agent --- Factor VIII. 

For the past two years they have 
been treated at a haemophilia clinic 
at the Haim Sheba centre. A team 
consisting of a haematologist, an 


T.A. hospital team. succeeds 
in haemophilia operation... 


orthopedic surgeon, a dentist, a 
nurse, a social worker and a physio- 
therapist are aiding them with their 
numerous problems. 

The operation was performed by 
Dr. Henry Horoshowsky, an ortho- 
paedic surgeon, in collaboration with 
Dr. Seligsohn. 

The 35-year-old patient's right 
hip joint had been destroyed by 
recurrent haemorrhages causing ex- 
ruciating pain and limited mobility. 
The surgeon, using large amounts 
of Factor VIII separated from se- 
veral hundred blood donations, in- 
serted an artificial hip joint. This 
week the patient was discharged, 
able to walk, function and work. 

In the wake of the successful ope- 
ration, the medical staff of the 
haemophilia clinic is considering per. 
forming similar operations on othe 
patients. .

Ports Authority 
told to reduce 


development

The Ports Authority will have to 
follow the example of the Govern- 
ment and reduce its development 
budget, the Ministeriat Economic 
Committee told Authority officials 
this week. 

The Committee declined to ap- 

prove the Authority's development 
budget fer 1975/76, which amounts 
to IL390m. It instructed Authority 
officials to meet with Treasury of- 
ficials during the week, so that a 
reduced budget can be submitted to 
thes Committee for approval next 
weeke ee : 
.. The development budget, approved 
by the Transport Minister, allocates 
IL205m. for improvement and ex- 
pansion of Haifa, Ashdod and Eilat 
perts, and IL184m. for acquisition of 
new equipment, most of which is 
needed to change over to handling 
ef containers. In the past year, 
handling of containers increased 54 
per cent crer the previous year, and 
container cargo grew from 15 per 
cent of the total cargo handled in 
1972/73 to 23 per cent of last year's 
tetal. The Ports Authority estimates 
that 170,000 containers will be 
handled in 1975/76, compared to. 
101,000 this year.

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Ford budget boosts 
defence by $8,000m. 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Amer- 
ica’s military spending will jump 
by $8,000m, thig year in what the 
Defence Department regards as a 
“turnaround” defence budget. 

“We offer no apologies,” Secre- 
tary of Defence James Schlesinger 
said as he unveiled President 
Ford's plan to boost defence ex- 
penditures to $92,800m. 

“We must have a turnaround of 
the process under way in recent 
years of chopping away of the re- 
sources into the Department 
of Defence,” he said. 

Dr. Schlesinger said the budget 
reflects President Ford’s concern 
that a continuation of present 
trends would raise a substantial 
threat to the present world balance 


of power. 

The spending plan for the bud- 
get year beginning on July 1 in- 
eludes grestly increased expendi- 
tures for new Navy and Air Force 
fighters, advance spending on items 
for the proposed B-1 strategic 
bomber, an inifial investment in 
the Trident nuclear missile for 
strategic attacks and large num- 
bers of M60 tanks. 

¥ord’s budget proposals were 
formally sent to Congress yester- 
day after the President announced 
his record §349,000m. budget on 
Saturday. 

The Defence Department is seek- 
jug authority to spend $1,300m. for 
military aid to South Vietnam and 
Cambodia. This meludes President 
Ford’s controversial request for 
emergency supplements to last 
years budget which would give 
South Vietnam $300m. and Cam- 
Dbodia $200m. in quick assistance. 

Inflation again has heavy impact 
on the defence budget. Defence 
specialists told reporters that de- 
spite the $8,000m. increase, the 
budget actually provides for §400m.

Cosmonauts close to 


Soviet space record 
MOSCOW (AP). — Two Soviet 
cosmonauts continued to whirl 
around the earth in their space la- 
boratory yesterday, approaching a 
Soviet record for man in space. 

Cosmonauts Alexei Gubar and 
Georgi Grechko were nearing 24 
days in space —- 23 of them aboard 
the Salyut 4 lab, If the mission 


continues today they will 
have broken the Soviet record for 
time in space. 


In 1971, three Soviet cosmonauts 
spent nearly 24 days in space and 
worked aboard a Salyut lab for 23 
days. The three perished on return- 


ing to earth in their Soyuz 11 space- 


craft. 

In a mission that ended February 
9, 1974, three American astronauts 
mompleted an 84-day Skylab 4 space 
endurance record, 


less spending in real terms than in 
the present fiscal year. 

Total purchases of such major 
weaponry as planes, ships, tanks 
and arms will increasé to $24,700m. 
from last year's $17,400m. However, 
the Pentagon said that programme 
expansions accounted for only 
$2,.700m. of the new spending 
figure. 

Mititary manpower remains vir- 
tually static at 2.1 million men, 
but by eliminating many headquar- 
ters units and reo others, 
the army will emerge with three 
additional divisions above its pre- 
sent 18 by mid-1976. 

The army reorganization will 
squeeze out an additional two bri- 
gades for service in Europe though, 
again, the number of U.S. troops 
stationed abroad will remain un- 
changed 


Some §800m. is proposed for 
Tallitary construction, including 
shelters for dual-based and rapid 
reaction alrcraft located in Europe. 

The Pentagon ig requesting 
$2,300m. in what amounts to catch- 
up funds for the Navy's shipbuild- 
ing programme, slashed by Con- 
gress in recent years. In addition, 
$1,500m. is proposed for 10 new 
3,500-ton patrol frigates, two de- 
stroyer tenders and two fieet 
oilers. 

ΑΔ third Trident submarine would 
be financed under the 1976 budget 
at a cost of $893m. Ten of the 
24-missile submarines are pro- 
grammed within the next eight 
years to replace older Polaris sub- 
marines. 

Strategic missile forces will re- 
main unchanged as a result of the 
Vladivostok agreement with the 
Soviet Union. 

Production rates for Navy 4.10 
close air support and Air Force 
F-15 fighters jump sharply. Pur- 
chases of the Fairchild A-10 would 
triple to 61 planes, A total of 108 
McDonnell-Douglas F-15s are 
Planned. 

The replacing of reserve arms 
and ammunition supplies drawn 
down by the October war con- 
tinues at a heavy pace. 

That replenishment effort in- 
cludes a $300m. programme under 
which the U.S. could quickly fur- 
nish military supplies ordered by 
such countrles as Israel, the Pen- 
tagon said. 

The Pentagon said that within 
the limits of the Vladivostock 
Agreement, it would develop new 
“options” for improving existing 
strategic forces.

“Time” said the information 
was given to the president by 
then FBI director J. Edgar 
Hoover, who knew Johnson “had 
8 voracious appetite for gossip.” 
One report, ‘‘Time” said, cover- 
ed the sexual activities of a 
prominent Republican Senator 
who frequented a brothel in Chi- 


came from the owner of the 
brothel who was also an FBI 
informer. The magazine said after 
the president read the material, 
“he slapped his thigh with de- 
light...” 

Johnson 8180 received the tran- 
script and tapes of civil rights 
leader Martin Luther King Jr.'s 
bedroom activities, the magazine 
reported. 

“He read the accounts, which 
an aide described as being ‘like 
an erotic book’,” “Time” said. 
“He listened to the tapes that 
even had the noises of bed- 
Springs.”

Teaff, is that a commission set up 
to examine claims for compensation 
under 2 law covering war veterans 
and those who suffered political or 
racial persecution, has said it is not 
competent to judge the cases of 
Jews who claim to have been per. 
secuted. 

Certificates have been given to 
Jews who were deported or interned 
abroad, but others “imprisoned, and 
deprived of their possessions, expel- 
led from the professiong and sacked 
from public and private employ- 
ment” cannot demonstrate that they 
suffered racial persecution, Rabbi 
Toaff said. | Σ ᾿

ΤῈ this process is allowed to con- 
tinue — the Trucking Board warns
